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CifCharles Bodmann, ot Cincinnati, the nmu who 
sold the three mulatto girU at Lexington, is out in 
a .statement in the G<.z^tte, of that city: 

Without mv consent or connivance, it has hereto- 
fore betn stated in the newspapers of this city that a 
relation of mine who lateiy died iu Bdtimore left 
mean estate which, with the exception of four ne- 
groes, I immediately transferred to other permit*, 
who, I supposed, stood in need of it more than my- 
self. These announcements, though unauthorized 
bj me, wete sul> iaritially tru*. Indisposing of the 
lK-dv of the estate I simply consulted my m 
wishes. 

In the disposition I made of the negroes, consist- 
ing of one man and three girls, I have ouly carried 
out the often expressed, wishes of the testator. I 
brought the man to Cincinnati and emancipated him. 
The girls, in strict and literal accordance with the 
request of my deceased relative, I brought away 
from the city of Baltimore and caused to he sold in 
Kentucky, intending at the time, as I still do, to 
appropriate the proceeds of sale to benevolent pur- 
poses. The statement that I exhibited to these girls 
"papers of liberatioti," or in any other manner inti- 
mated to them that I intended to liberate them, is 
destitute of anv foundation whatever. Equally false 
is it that I had in mv pocket or withheld from" either 
of them any certificate of Church-membership or 
other paper. 

The Gazette is severe in its comments on Bod- 
mann'e communication. It takes him to task "or 
carrying the three girls away from their friends and 
selling them to a negro dealer. It defends its corres- 
pondeut at Lexington, who brought this matter first 
to public i-ot'ce, and adds that he is a Southern 
man, whose sympathies are on the &ide of slavery; 
but he was moved by the tears of the poor girls, who 
were about to be committed to the tender mercies 
of a slave trader. 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The river was at a stand yesterday, with t)4 feet 
water in the Indian chute and 7)4 feet in the middle 
chute. Wheater pleasant. 

For it. Louit and Missouri River — The steamer 
Meteor, Capt. Draftin, will leave for St. Louis and 
the Missouri river to-day. The Meteor was built 
here about a year ago and has capital accommoda- 
tions. 

The Highflyer also leaves for St. Louis to-day. 

The Jacob Strader is the mailt>oat for Cincinnati 
to-day, and the Dove is the Kentucky river packet. 

The steamers Empress and Antelope, besides the 
Baltic and Diana, which we have noticed elsewhere, 
passed Memphis jesterday. 

Sinking vf the Stu nner St. Lawrence. — We leain 
from the Cincinnati Gazette that Ue stean.er St. 
Lawrence, Capt. R. D. Cochran, from Pittsburg for 
New Orleans, sunk in the Ohio opposite Coalport on 
Monday morning about 2 o'clock. 

In rounding to after leaving Mason City, late on 
Sunday night, she struck a rock and sunk in aliout 
twenty-five feet water. The steamers Melnotte and 
Argonaut were coaling at the time at Coalport, and 
immediately went to her assistance. The Argonaut, 
belonging to the same Company, took off the St. 
Lawrence's passengers and crew. The cabin and 
chimneys of the St. Lawrence bn ke loose and went 
overboard, and she suck in about three-quarters of 
an hour after she first struck'. No lives were lost. 
The boat and cargo will be a total loss. Her hull 
was breaking in two. She was heavily loaded with 
dry goods and Pittsburg manufactures. 

The St. Lawrence was owned by Capt. Cochran, 
the two clerks, Golding and Cochran, Capt. George 
McLain, of the Argonaut, and others of PitUburg. 
She cost uiiout i^'j,iK)0, attd was two years old. 

Steamer John li<U Sunk. — The steamer John Bell 
is reported sunk in the Upper Mississippi, near 
Warsaw. She was owned by Capt. Vansickle, of 
this city, and not insured. The John Bell was sunk 
upwards of a year ago in Red Rher and subse- 
quently raised. 

The steamer Umpire No. 3 damaged her upper 
works very much on Friday in the W abash river by 
running against the piers of Clinton drawbtidge. 

The steamer W. S. Nelson, from New Orleans 
with a cargo of groceries, reached Lafayette on Sat- 
urday, after having been detained a month near Mt. 
Carmel owing to the low st*ge of water. The Wa 
bash was high and rising. 

The report of the explosion of the steamer States- 
man is without foundation. 

The St. Louis Democrat, of Monday, haa the 
following: 

The river continued to ribe on Saturday and yes- 
terday at this point with unusual rapidity.' In three 
hours } esterday morning it rose one foot, and con- 
tinued swelling at tne same speedy rate ail day. 
Men were engaged from an eajly hour in moving 
hemp and other articles of merchandise to a safe 
distance frain the fast advancing liver. About ten 
feet of a further rise wwuld bring the water to the 
sidewalks, which would cause an incalculable amount 
of annovance and obstruction, when there is so much 
business to be transacted in that important local ty, 
the levee. The river here begins to look like a sea, 
and it rushes past with tremendous velocity. Co- 
pious rains have fallen upon and partially deluged 
a vast extent of country east, west, and north of 
us. Boats from all quarters mention it. 

The York State left Lasalle on the 19th. The Illi- 
nois on the night previous rose thirteen inches, and 
continued to rise last when she left. The whole &ce 
of the country is covered with water on l»oth sides of 
the river for miles. There was very little freight 
offering, and prices low; warehouses full of grain, 
which will go forward to Lasalle as soon as there is 
an open river and canal, unless St. Louis merchants 
offer tetter prices. Between Pekin and Lasalle 
th re are probably twenty carnal ijomU and barges 
sir k in the river — nothing but the tops of some being 
visible, and some not at all to be seen. The officers 
of toe York State inquired the cause of the sinking 
of so many crafts, and was answered that they were 
suck purj.oselv. in order to "keep them tight." 
Strange wav, this, to keep a boat tight by scuttling 
her. 

tgf A notorious character named Paudeen wa« shot 
and mortally wounded in a New York dance house, 
on Friday night, while engaged in a fij;ht with one 
Dad Cunningham. The latter delivered himself up. 



The Steamboat Race between the Baltic 
axd Diana.— We received the following private 
dispatch last evening. The Baltic and Diana left 
New Orleans on Saturday evenirg. We presume 
they started about the same time. The Baltic was 
leading the Diana at Memphis one hour and forty 
minutes, but the former had run out of fuel, while 
the latter had not. It is gratifying to note that the 
very best feeling prevailed betwe9n the commanders 
of the respective boats. They will be due here 
about twelve o'clock to morrow night: 

Memphis, March 23. 

The Baltic passed at 2 o'clock, 40 minutes, this 
afternoon, and the Diana at 4 o'clock, 20 minutes, 
New Orleans time. They ran together 43 miles 
last dight, and the Captains interchanged drinks. 
The Baltic was without wood and the Diana was 
supplied with fuel. Each had a few passengers. 
The Antelope took the Baltic's passengers at Presi- 
dent's Island. There is much letting here. 

Good News fkom the Indian Nation. — The 
Tampa Peninsular of the 0th instant, contains high- 
ly important news from Billy Bowlegs & Co. Maj. 
Rector has had a "talk" with Billy ar.d other chiefs, 
and the Major, who had since returned 4 to Tampa, 
expresses entire confidence in his ability to induce 
the Indians to emigrate. The Puninnilar concludes 
its account of the affair thus: "Under all circum- 
stances, we feel sanguine that the Florida war will 
soon be terminated by the peaceable removal of the 
Seminoles west." 

An Obstinate Juror Imprisoned for Contempt of 
Court.— In the Chicago Court of Common Pleas, on 
Saturday, a juror named Ripley, in the case of 
Canavan vs. the city, for damages received by fall- 
ing off a sidewalk, was imprisoned, by order of the 
court, for contempt iu holding out from agreeing 
with his fellows, during two days and nights, on 
the ground that ha would not "bring in a verdict 
for any damned city, as he was opposed to all corpo- 
rations." Ripley was still in duress up to a late 
hour on Saturday night. 

Fai.se Report. — The Washington Star learns 
from an official source that the paragraph which has 
been going the rounds that the Interior Department 
has made arrangements for the purchase of Burton's 
theater, in New York city, for the purpose of hold- 
ing the Unite 1 States Courts therein, is not correct. 
Proposals are before the Secretary offering the thea- 
ter named to the Government, but no decision has 
yet been made as to their acceptance. 

lJg*A bill has beeu introduced in the Louisiana 
Senate, licensing gambling houses in Louisiana. It 
fixes the tax at $60,000 on each gaming house in 
the State, and appropriates one-half of the total rev- 
enue to be raised under it to the charity hospital, 
and the other half to otner eleemosynary institu- 
tions throughout the the State. 

Western Li-nath: Asylum — The Hopkinsville 
Mercury informs us that the Board of Directors of 
the Western Lunatic Asylum have elected Dr. T. 
G. Montgomery superintendent of that institution, 
in place of Dr. Annan, whoge term has expired and 
who was not a candidate for reelection. The Mer- 
cury speaks of Dr. Montgom-.ry us eminently qual- 
ified for that office.

BU defended the 
legality of the early steps for the fo nvitien of the 
f rf'HWinfrm cfMvtituti m, 'len'p'J tb* ■ urn I h an tf the 
Senator f"om V«MMMt (FottWj :har th'.re we* ' r >- 
fceu pledges ou the parr of Walker lo tr ; e Pr : < at. 
Everybody knows that Wa'kef was in favor of sub- 
mitting tie constitution to the periple. He advoca- 
ted it, bat hud no power to pledge it. The Senator 
from Illinois says the only reason they did not 3ub- 
mit the whole constitution was because it was said 
it would be voted down. Who said so? Nobody 
but the Senators f-om Illinois and .Michigan. The 
great questiou u: Does the constitution embodv the 
will of the people, which is legally expressed? The 
rules of evidence are the same in equity as in law, 
and we cannot take Hying rumors or the opinions of 
Governors as evidence*. That course is fraught with 
danger, and if carried into efiect its ultimatum 
would bring bristling bayonets and caa r .ou before 
the walls of the capitol to substitute (he i'pini>>ns of 
a mob for the forms of law. All the bffal forms 
having been complied with in forr.iin,; the L^coinp- 
ton constitution, it was a completed fact, and the 
people had no right to vote whether or not it was a 
constitution. 

What would Senators say if the c institutions of 
their own States, after being in actual OpMalipa, 
was to be submitted to the people *o M« v.-fjether it 
was a constitution or no:? The Seoa!o- f:u>n Ken- 
tucky says it could do no harm — July shoMv au abun- 
dant care to submit it again and atrai'i t<> the TH-op'e. 
Yes, try again. Col. Fremont would have liked the 
try again principle. 

As to the cry of fraud, it reminded him. but he 
would not apply the maxim to Senators, that a lie 
well stuck to and often told is as c r, jd as the truth. 

Mr. Green continued to analyze the reppjd frauds, 
admitting that frauds did exist, but ODBC to vitiate 
the constitution. Further than this, no legal evi- 
dence exists to show that th's Lecompton onsitution 
does not emliody the will of the people. If we go 
!>eyond the legal evidence, we strike at the very 
principle of liberty. He admitted that i he S"nators 
from Illinois, Michigan, C difornia, and Kentucky 
were not influenced in their acts by the existence or 
non-existence of slavery, but they were ^fating 
to build up a party dangerous t» the Union and 
whose fundamental principle, just enunciated, is 
"no more slave States." Had it not been for them, 
Kansas, many weeks since, would have l>een a young 
sister in the federation of States. Among other 
things, he said that Black Republicanism was crush- 
ing out true Democracy i:i its course, r.ud would 
never meet its barrier till it met the cannon of the 
South. He concluded by expressing hi* ardent as- 
pirations for the consolidation and permanency of 
the Democratic party. It is of no importa-ice that 
Gen. Calhoun has given certificates to the free State 
party. The principle involved is one vita', to the South 
and "the North, for the interests of both are so in- 
terwoven that they cannot be severe ! with'-ut inju- 
ry to both. Mr. Green then referred to the state- 
ment of Mr. Douglas that the constitution can only 
be changed before 1864 by the exercise of a revolu- 
tionary right. This is not so. New York and other 
States had done It, and the provision tvas in>erted 
with a similar interpretation on the Kansas bill of 
rights. The people must have that right to change 
their constitution in a legal way, otherwise they 
could not regulate their own affairs but would be 
l>ound hv preceding generations. In summing up 
he said that he would appeal to Amerie m* not to 
build up the Democratic party but would k.-k them 
to help break down the only party danger^ us to both. 

Mr. Crittenden said he would not reopen the da- 
bate, but msde an explanation that his itatem-jnts 
was made on official records, not on conversations 
of GOVWMH of Kansas. Thai.k God, he could 
distiugui-h right from wrong, and had courage to 
say so. He followed conviction, not party. The 
Kentucky maxim, "Be just and fear not," was 
also his. He believed his course best for the North 
and for the South. He said he had never used the 
words, "arrayed himself on the sMe of Northern 
Democracy." He wished neither to build up nor 
break down any party. He made an affectionate 
reference to his compatriots of the Senate, wh^n 
the Senate was a great body and included among 
its members Clay, Calhoun^ \Vebste»\ and Benton. 
He professed himself American, anil it was his 
principle to protect the ballot-box, as the only in- 
strument whereby the people can exercise their sov- 
ereignty. 

\\ hen Mr. Crittenden concluded, Mr. Green, 
without further remarks, withdrew the Minnesota 
bill altogether, and moved three amenimeuts to the 
original bill: 

1st. To strike out the preamble and insert the 
followinp: "Whereas, the people of the Territory of 
Kansas did by a convention of delegates, called and 
assembled at Lecompton, on the Ma of September, 
1857, form for themselves a constitution and State 
government, which said convention having asked 
admission ef tli3 Territory in'o the Union. a-> a S:.-.te, 
upon an tqual footing w ith the original States, 
etc." Carried. 

2d. To amend section 2d by adding the following 
clause: "That nothing in this act shall I* construed 
to abridge or infringe any right of the people assert- 
ed in the Kansas constitution, at all times to alter, 
reform, or abolish their form of government in such 
a manner as they may think proper, Congress here- 
by disclaiming any authority to intervene or de- 
clare the construction of any State, except to see 
that it is republican iu form and not in contlic; with 
the Constitution of the United States." This 
amendment was agreed to — J eas 31. nays 23. 

3d. A verbal amendment in the 11th" line of the 
2d section of the bill to cancel the word "of" ia the 
sentence of the ordinance of said constitution, and 
substitute therefor the words "annexed to," making 
it read, "in the ordinance aanexed to said const it u 
tion." Carried. 

Mr. Pugh withdrew his amendment of March 2d 
to the amendment of Mr. Green, and suUtituted 
another, setting forth that the Federal laws, not in 
applicable, be extended into the State of Kansas; 
that a judicial district be formed, and that a Jud 
District Attorney, and U. S. K^l be appointed 
and paid as in Iowa. This amecdaient was agreed 
to— yeas 37, nays 19. 
* Mr. Crittenden moved a substitute for the bill in 
ubstance that the constitution framed J-y the Le- 
compton Convention be submitted to the people of 
Kansas now; that if it be approved the President 
shall admit Kansas by proclamation. If it is re- 
jected the people of the Territory shall call a Con- 
vention to frauife a new constitution. The substitute 
makes a special provision against the occurrence of 
fraud. 

Several Senators here took occasion to explain 
their votes. m 

Mr. Kennedy, of Md., as a conversative middle- 
man, would support Mr. Crittenden's subsritute, re- 
serving the right afterward to vote for the original 
bill in obedience to the resolutions passed by the 
Legislature of his State. 

Mr. Pugh reluctantly voted against it for the same 
reason. 

Mr. Iverson, of Ga , defined his position. 

Mr. Green accepted the suggestion of another ver- 
bal alteration. 

Mr. Crittenden's substitute was then put and lost. 
Yeas 24, nays 34. 

The bill, as amended, to admit Kansas into the 
Union with the Lecompton constitution, was then 
put and passed — yeas 3', nays 25.

If a constitution marked with fraud was forced 
upon the people of Kansis. there would be no longer 
jeace, but 'he worst of all tyranny practiced toward 
them; their rights trampled do*n and self-govern- 
ment denied; . ut they will proc'aim in a voice of 
thunder that "resistance to tvrannv is obedience to 



God." 

Mr. Burnett said that the Republican party was 
responsible for all the trouble and revolutionary 
spirit iu Kansas by sending armed emigrants to ex- 
clude from the Terriforv Southern propertv. Those 
who advocated the Topeka constitution, which *as 
begotten iu the bot-l>ed of treason, now undertake 
to upbraid the friends ot" th« Lecompton constitu- 
tion, which comes here in pursuance of law. Such 
hypocrisv has not a parallel in the history of the 
world. The partv which declares "no more slave 
S ates," wfll Rronately Bttaapt to carry out its 
umriatoi in iha slave States themselves. The time 
is rapidly approaching for action, and when the 
question shall be settled there will be no uecessitv 
to read men out of the partv, for every one, w hether 
in the North or South, will have his true position as- 
signed him. 

Mr. Blair said those who were elected a* friends 
of the President and the President himself have 
fully sxposed their forfeiture of the pledges that 
tbe people of Kunas should decide the character of 
their own institutions. Hateful as is the design to 
force on Kansas a constitution abhorred by her peo- 
ple by low and mean frauds; hateful as are the 
crimes which have held Kansas in subjugation; rtfli 
more hateful is the design deliberately to extend by 
conspiracy slavery to the whole country. Under 
the opini m of the"Snpreme C3urt in the Dred Scott 
case, the govcrnm»nt has contributed power to drive 
w-hite men out of Kansas to make way for slavery. 
There wis a time when the Democratic party took 
ground against the privileged classes, but now it 
arrays itself against free laSir and in favor of those 
who seek to wrest territory from freemen and plant 
it with slave*. That pirty is as much the servile 
tool of 'he .->.'ave oligarchy as. the r-gres themselves. 

Mr. Potter attributed the present agitation to the 
viol atiou of its pledges by the Democracy by re- 
pealing the Missouri compromise, thus opening" ter- 
ritory to slavery, w hich gives no repose to its vic- 
tim*, white or black. He spoke of the Lecompton 
constitution as the Juggernaut of slavery — an infer- 
nal machine invented by devils to crush out the 
manhood of its victims; and alluded to Calhoun as 
a depraved villain who cal'ed to his aid base tools 
for his unnoly designs. The President; in his Kan- 
sas message, had indulged in false, intemperate, 
and undignified accusations. He had endorsed 
frauds, atrocities, and swindles. In justifying the 
free State movements, M' Potter rejoiced that the 
spirit of 177*3 was not extinct and that Americans 
still rebel against oppression. Adjourned.

He had 
been frequently observed by Mr H. B. Shaffner, of 
Lafayette, mail at,'ent on the T. W. & W. R R . to 
put letters into his pocket as though they were ad- 
dressed to himself, which excited that gentleman's 
link kin He watched him for some time, and 
finally became satisfied that his suspicions were well 
founded, when he wrote to Mr. Garver in regard to 
it. A plan was laid for Hartzell's detection by the 
employment of decoy letters, placed in a Lafayette 
package, which was' entirely successful, and led to 
his prompt arrest. He was taken to Springfield, 
and, after examination, was committed to jail in 
default of £2.000 bail for his appearance at court. 
The accuied is about thirty years of age, has a wife 
and child, and has hitherto lieen much esteemed. 
His depredations upon the mails, it is believed, have 
been going on for some time.

C revoking any violent feeling by" novel or higb- 
anded scitnie*, he will meet with toleration on 
all sides. 

But it is in the management of our relations with 
France and the Continent that his Ministry is 
trusted. The l*lief ia some cire'es 
Malmes'mry, with the mt st grandiloquent disav 
als, will truckle to Louis Napoleon iu a manuer that 
has never yet l*en realized — or at least that he will 
be tricked by that astute parsonage until something 
comes out to set the whole country in a stir, and 
that then a new expulsion will occur! A few shrewd 
observers are disposed to think that so far from this 
l«eing delayed till the end of the session, two or 
three months will be sufficient to bring it about. 

The moment anv difficulty arises. Lord Palmers- 
ton will again be the man of the time. The public 
are evidently disconcerted at his overthrow. They 
wanted to have their retort upon France, but are be- 
ginning to question whether th y have not paid too 
dearly for ir. They see, moreover, the illustration 
they have gi/en of popular caprice. After a long 
life of seventy-four years, he was selected by them 
with acclamation at a period of high emergency. 
Through all the labors of that crisis he has servei 
them with boldness and efficiency, and becanse b* 
Mr rl for a moment to gratify a "national impulse, 
they have suddenly turned him off to be succeeded 
by those who do not even pretend to enjoy their con- 
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Either their estimate of Lord Palmerstou's de- 
serts when they calbd him to power was wholly 
wrong or they have shown the most petulent rash- 
ness in whipping their idol the first mom< nt when, 
upen a delicate question regarding which his oppor- 
tunities of knowledge are exclusive, Hi judgment 
was not in conformity with theirown. 

An impression is gaining ground, moreover, 
even if any mistake was committed in del tyir.^ t« 
answer the" offensive French dispatch, it most" likely 
lies at the door of Lord Clarendon, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. Of course a Premier mu^t lie an- 
swerable for his subordinates, and star.d or fall by 
their acts; but the suspicion that he has suffered for 
an indirect rather than a direct piece of mismanage- 
ment predisposes all persons to widi that be could 
be recalled, and re- constitute his cabinet so as to ex- 
clude the real blunderer. 

Those who recollect that when Lord Clarendon 
was Viceroy in Ireland he bribed the editor of a 
newspaper to write in behalf of law and order; that 
at the Paris conference, after the Russian war, be 
subscril>ed to tbe attack made by Louis Nar>oleoa 
on the liberty of tbe press in Belgium; and that at 
a later period he had the folly to mix himself up m 
the Nicaraguan question by allowing a small quan- 
tity of arms to be furnished to Costa Rica, cannot 
resist tbe conviction that he has committed acts of 
extraordinary blindness in three of the most mo- 
mentous question that have come within his scope; 
and any one of which should be held to disqualify 
him ever for being placed in a leading positiok 
among English statesmen. Weakness at the chief 
moment of trial seems to be his peculiar character- 
istic. No one could make a more ready, agreeable, 
or plausible statement on any of the ordinary ques- 
tions that usually present themselves, but upon any 
point where vigor of character and the force of con- 
scientious conviction are required, and where plia- 
bility would be fatal, he could never inspire confi- 
dence. 

The movements in France daily occupy attention 
and cause great languor in tbe funds, in the face of 
an easy money market Strangely there are two 
causes of apprehention, each distinctly opposite. A 
majority still believe the Emperor to l« a "fdthfal 
ally," and fear lest some new conspiracy should dis- 
turb his rule. A less sanguine minority think that 
any dangers that may be approaching will prove of 
a very different kind. 

Consols at the last date were quoted 97. They 
have since touched 97> 3 and 96.% and have closed 
this evening at 96%. 

The bullion in tbe ba-.k continues to increa.-e. .»!- 
though about a million sterling is overdue from Aus- 
tralia in consequence of adverse winds. 

During the last three weeks the weather has beea 
severely cold, acd a heavy fall of snow has lately 
taken place. This is favorable, however, to agric jl- 
tural prospects, and the wheat market remains with- 
out recovery.

— The great 
and increasing expenses of tiM Federal Gjv«rnment 
are the ■abjsct ol much attention. Tne expefdi- 
tu;es have risen wiiriui a few years from twenty 10 
seventy millions, it would s^em that ti.ey are Dot 
entirely within the control of Congress, tor every 
year u* large amount of deficiencies are to l>e provi- 
ded for by that body. Congress could not, ofsaajsa, 
have foreseen the Vast exoen.-es growing ou; of the 
iLdian hostilities in Oregon ard WaaUBjrtoa, nor 
even those attending the expedition to Utah It 
now le^ias to ha seen and fell tnat the responsibility 
of our extended dominions involves great and coj.- 
■inuaily increasing expenditures, a:i-l under circum- 
stances which forbid the application of a strict sys- 
tem of accountability. 

Tie theater of military operations is in the interi- 
or, and cu the shores of "the Pacitic; and the milita- 
ry stations are widely aja.-t from each other, aKd 
distant from sources of supply. Hence the cost of 
moving and supplying troops is very great, aud out 
of a.l proportion ,;"re~tef tuaa L-d je-en expected uy 
Congress. Tr."? cost of maiataiuing oar army is 
stated, variously, at fr >ni twelve to fifteen hundred 
dollars a year pir man. It is, tor some reason, far 
greater than the cost, per man, ef maintaining ar- 
mies in Europe. 

1 he proposition of the executive for an hMMaM 
of th« regular army has, therefore, been resisted, 
and will no doubt be rejected by Congress. They 
are apprehensive more of iucreadng expense than 
of an augmentation of Executive power. It is 
strongly urged that, to whatever extent the army be 
increased, whether by regulars or by volunteers, 
the use for the same \vi 1 also ue increased. Means 
can lie found for employmg, whether usefully or 
not, double the force we now have. 

But the military eeteljIisllBWl forms but a single 
item, though a large one, in our expenditures. 'Ihe 
navy comes next. As ta this establishment, many 
I platisiule arguments can be offered in favor of its 
augmentation. ' 

It may be sail that we have a wider commerce, 
. more mercantile tonnage, and a greater range ol 
| s«a coa;t thai other nations of larger naval es- 
! tablish-nents. Avain, it may be said that modern 
i improvements m ocean riav.gatioii and naval wai- 
fare have rendered useless much of the material we 
have got, and demand renewed preparations in 
ship-building, machinery, docks, yards, We 
could very easily, therefore, double the expenses of 
the army and "navy, without being liable to the 
charge of wanton extravagance. 

Then, as to subsidies to ocean mail steamers. If 
we listen to arguments in favor of the system, we 
mu:t admit that they are inirovertible, or deny that 
we, like other nations, need such commercial facili- 
ties as speed of communication affords; or that we 
must, if we wish commerce, be content to obtain 
and retain it upon the conditions on which it is en- 
joyed by other nations. There are applications be- 
fore Congress for the preat extension oi this system, 
and it is admitted that half a dozen millions could 
be usefully added to that service. 

Another large item is the expense of collecting the 
revenue. It is now about five millions. It couid be 
increased, and there is no proposition to diminish it. 
The expense is necessary, and because the tj stem 
itself is defective. 

Millions art absorbed every year in the construc- 
tion of custom houses of costly magniticenc », not so 
much for the convenience of commerce as of politi- 
cians whose friends have some benefit from the job, 
and whose local popularity may be enhanced by pro- 
curing embellishments for their town at the public 
expense. If there is left any port of entry without 
a marble or granite palace, under the name of a cus- 
tom-house, it has a claim to l>e provided for; and, in 
fairness, it cannot be disputed. 

The Post-Olfice deficiences ought to be greater 
than they are, and will be, when equal justice shall 
be rendered to every part of the country, in afford- 
ing it mail facilities and palatial post olfice build- 
ings aui snug bonuses to favorites, under the guue 
of purchasing lots. The tendeLCv is to the increase 
of the deficit in this branch of the service. It is 
very true that the whole department might !>e dis- 
pensed with, and the business of mail service left 
to private enterprise, both on the ocean and the 
land; and on the land as well as on the c:ean. 

As to the Civil List, it is generally deemed as 
pir.imoEious and stingy, though the compensation 
of almost every officer ha<» l>eeu of lap; very much 
iccreased. Good reasons may be found for MOtktt 
raise, or for equalizing pay in different branches of 
ee.vi e, not by rodu^.io^, Lu. Ly i^cr:-.e. 

The Public Printing, inismuc a a3 it is a m_Uer 
belonging solely to Congress, has baa* generally 
indicated as one of the leaks which ought to be 
stopped. But it is probible that the system will 
survive the present fccrutiny, and it is certain that 
better reasons may l e given for printing and pub- 
lishing woiks which may hereafter be offered, than 
any that have been heretofore projected; for genius 
science, and eloquence are not yet exhaustad, and 
of making i>ooks there is no end. 

Great, then, as are our, national expenditures, 
they are more likeiy to be increased than dimin- 
ished. It will lie fortunate for the country if they 
can hereafter Iks restrained within the limits — ex- 
t.ovagant as they may teem to be, and doubtless 
are — which thev have ulreadv reached.

HnMK Phenomenon at Sea — Capt iin Cong- 
don, of the ship Caroline Tucker, f om Havre Jan- 
uary 16, gives the particulars of a singular and 
startling phenomenon which occurred on the pas- 
sage, ihe voyage was characterized by nothing 
unusual, the weather being mch as is common for a 
winter passage. • Th»y reached the meridian of the 
banks of Newfoundland on the 20ih of February; 
the weather was dark and squuliy, the wind from 
n. w. to n. n. w., the temperature"4b' deg. and the 
barometer 3d. The ship was put under double- 
reefed topsails and everything made snug for stormy 
weather. On the following day, the "-'1st, when 
between the southern end of the banks and the 
northern end of the Gulf stream, the barometer 
falling to 29.50 and the atmospheric temperature 
changing suddenly from 59 deg. to 46 deg. a furious 
squall of rain and w ind from the southwest came 
up at "2 P. M., enveloping the whole heavens in 
darkness. The heaviest part of the tquall c 'ntinued 
only for fifteen minutes, at the latter part of which 
a sudden report, as loud as a six pound cannon, was 



We find some very interesting information on this 
point iu a letter recently read before the Roral Bel- 
gian Academy of Science by the Secretarv, ML Que. 
tekt, and received from him by the Swedish philos- 
opher. M. Hansteen. 

The latter states in his letter that, from observa- 
tions made in four summer months with a dipping 
needle and unlilar and bifilar horizontal needles, he 
has come to the conclusion that the diurnal varia- 
i> u, ./>servable in magnetic phenomena, is produced 
by a feeble perturbative fore; which turns around 
tM horizon from east to west in twenty-four hours. 
'•When this force proceeds to the south, the horizon- 
tal intensity diminishes, the inclination augments, 
and the declination has its mean value (aliout ten 
hours before mid-day); when it proceeds to the 
north, the horizontal intensity increases, the incli- 
nation diminishes, and the declination assumes its 
mean value, which takes place at*>ut an hour before 
sucset; when it proceeds toward the west or the east, 
the respective declination augments or diminishes 
{ww hour after mid-day, eight hours before mid-dav 
or mid-night)." 

The regul tr inclination or dip of the needle, which 
is now dec.-ertsing, will reach its minimum, Hansteen 
thinks, in Western Europe in 1878, and it has al- 
ready reached it in Siberia. It ua-at its maximum 
in Eurotpe in 1678, thus indicating a period of two 
hundred years between the extremes in the dip of 
the needle. The decrease has proceeded at the rate 
of * 316, or about two minutes aud a third per an- 
num. — Sctent'jic American.

The ship was lighted fore and aft, and several of 
the crew were benurat»ed, as by a stroke of electri- 
city.

From C<>i-. Johnston's Command at Fokt Scott, 
Utah.— We have perused a letter from Col. John- 
ston to a friend iu this city, dated at Camp Scott, 
Feb. 5, lt<58, and have beeu permitted to make some 
extracts therefrom. 

The Colonel had received no coramuaicaticn from 
the government of a later date than the 22d of Oc- 
tober, 1857, "^d j-itly cornel .ins thai the mail eon- 
tESCtOM UU mow than three mouths to carry the 
mails to Utah, when their contract requires them to 
deliver it there monthly; and he adds: '"1 send no- 
thing by mail, nor should anything of public nature 
be sent otherwise than bv express." 

Notwithstanding the destruction of a part of the 
train w hich was loaded w ith provisions and other 
supplies necessary for his troops, and in spite of the 
obstacles which still presented themselves, Col. 
Johnston did not abandon the hope of marching to 
Salt Lake City without a halt, until after the terri- 
fic storm of the 6ch of November. We quote from 
his letter: "On the 6th November the march was 
resumed, and thou commenced the storm of snow, 
and wintry cold, racking the bones of our men, ana 
starving our oxen] and muies aud horses, already 
half ; tarved. 

They died cn the road and at our camps, by 
hundreds, and so diminished were their numbers 
that from' camp to camp, only four or five miles, as 
many daj s were required to bring them all up, as it 
was necessary to give time to rest the ,animals, now 
incapable of protracted efforts, and to hunt for fcod. 
In this way fifteen duys were cousumed iu making 
tLirty-live miles io ih;s place, luc nearest and best 
place of shelter aud fuel tor the troops, and for 
shelter and grass for the animals. The struggle, 
then, amidst snow and Arctic cold (the thermome- 
ter at sixteen below zero), was for a place of safe- 
ty. If any doubt existeu t>efore this storm of tLe 
propriety "of risking the troops on the mountains 
before us before spring, or of the ability to accom- 
plish the march, tne destruction amongst our draught 
animals, the necessity of saving all the oxen left 
for food, even if caj^ible of further exertion, now 
dispelled that doubt and solved the question. 

"The storm which Col. Cook encountered on the 
Sweet \\ ater, and on through the South Pass, de- 
stroyed more than half of his horses, and a large 
num >er of his mules, although they had corn fc>r 
them. Iu that high region, much higher than where 
we were, the cold must have been much more in- 
tense than experienced by us, a^d his animals, I 
presume, perished mainly from cold. 

"I have the satisfaction to say, that the privations 
of the march were endured by officers and men 
wi'.hou! eoaaflaiat, or, per ap-s I mijiht more justly 
say, wi:h cheerfulness. The troops are in tine 
\ »:>hb tmi cocdirion. The w inter thus far has not 
ImMM SS rigOJOM as to prevent often t ne daily in- 
struction el the troops. Ihey have proven them- 
selves to be hardy enough for any service, few onh — 
as many as th'rty or less — have been frost bitten; 
but now our scouts bivouac, v, hen nec-.-ssary, in the 
pSSSM without suffering. 

"The Mormons have declared, as fully as words 
and actions can manifest intentions, that they will 
no longer submit to the Government, or to any Gov- 
ernment but their own. The people of the "Union 
must now submit to a usurpation of their Territory; 
to have a government erected in th.ir midst not 
loyal to, or rather not acknowledging any depend- 
ence upon, or allegiance to, the Federal Govern- 
ment; and what is not less impolitic, and entirely 
incompatible with our institutions, to allow them to 
engraft their social organization upon ours, and 
make it a part of our system, or act with the vigor 
and force to compel them to submit. This is due to 
the dignity and honor of the Lievernment. 

"I hope every effort will lie made to forward the 
spring supplies early, under a sufficient guard of 
mounted men, for the guard will be needed, aud 
also, to forward the supplies for the rest of the year." 



IMPORTANT FROM WASHINGTON. 
[Special Dispatch to the N. Y. Times.] 

Wasiiinoton, Sunday, March 21. 

The Administration men are working desperately 
to control the stampede in the House against !.e- 
compton. There are some five millions of dollars' 
wortn of contracts in connection with the L'tah cam- 
paign, which are being used as levers, as far as pos- 
sible, to affect votes. How and where will be clear- 
ly apparent w hen the vote comes to I* Uken. Of 
the army contracts already made, rumor name?, one 
for fifteen hundred horses, at a hundred and fifty- 
nine dollars a head; transportation of flour at twen- 
ty-five dollars a barrel, corn at ten or twelve dollars 
a bushel, live beef ut fabulous prices, &c.

On 
that occasion his daughter, a child we should judge 
to be between eight and ten years of age, took the 
part of Xorval, in the play of "Douglas, her grand- 
mother, Mrs. A. Drake, sustaining the leading 
character, the beneficiary, who appeared in one or 
two characters during the evening, making repre- 
sentation of three different generations on the boards 
the same night. It is not onr intention to speak at 
length of the performances. The child doubtless 
acted the part as well, if not lietter, than a child of 
her age might have been expected to, but, not be- 
ing favorably disposed towards infant phenomenons, 
we failed to appreciate her acting, but apparently 
not so the audience, who greeted her with vocifer- 
ous applause. 

Mrs. A. Drake evinced that she had not altogeth- 
er lost the po *er and fire of her youth.

Washington, IM 21. 

Mr. Brawl presented the resolutions of the Leg- 
islature of New York. They are anti-Lecoinpii,!!. 
Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Seward quoted the Duke of Argyle at the 
Livingston banquet, ('eining the opinion that the 
British government is teuuin^ toward theree^ttb- 
liihment of slavery. 

Mr. WiUon prt'senled a bill to facilitate commu- 
nication with the army in I tah, as follows: 

Be it enacted that the Secretary of War be 
authorized to contract tor au exter.sion of the Amer- 
ican electro-magnetic telegraph from Missouri or 
Iowa to sncn Western military po ts «S may be nec- 
essary for the public service, ui.d that he lie author- 
ized to appropriate a sum not exceeding $.T>00,0<") to 
carry into execution the purposes of this act. Read 
and ordered to be printed. 

House. — The House went into a committee of the 
whole aud resumed the consideration of the d«.- 
ticency appropriation bill. 

Mr. Clark, of Mo., replied to the speech of Mr. 
Rlair, who he said ought first to set free his own 
slaves before accusing si iveholders of being oligar- 
chists to strike down free h;bor. Such a course 
must haven most disastrous effect wherever slave- 
ry exists. He advocated the admission cf Kansas 
under the Lecompton constitution. 

Mr. B air, of Missouri, gave notice of his inten- 
tion to reply to Mr. Clark's assault and reminded 
bim that there were other interests in Missouri be- 
bide that of slaveholding. 

Mr. Granger, of New York, argued against the 
lecompton constitution and an extension of slavery.
